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lL, Prior to February 1951, a Soviet unit was quartered in the former Mackensen 
Kaserne on the north side of former Dluecherstrasse in Stolp (P 55/N 08). In 
February, the Cerman craftsmen employed with this unit were discharced. The 
Soviet troops left Stolp and were, according to German workers, transferred to 
Stebtin (6 5k/Q 55) or Keeslin (0 55Ai 45}. No Germans were taken along to the 
nevi post, The barracks was subsequently occupied by Poles.

Officers’ and NCO schorl in Stolp. The school was located in the northern tom 
sector, on the east bank of the Stoine River. and included the former Lessing 
Sehule, Ib was attended iy 700 to 800 Polish officer and NCO candidates all of 
whom wore bluo-prey uniforms with blue-grey epaulets. The uniform coat was worn 
with the collars turned spen. NCO candidates had epaulets either without insirnia 
or with a 10-mm crossbar. The rhombic collar patches were somewhat darker than 
the color of the uniform. and were bordered with thin white piping, The trainecs 
wore long trousers with short legrings and Laced beots, black leather belts, 
aml round service caps with blueeprey bands and fitted with a shiny visor Uorder— 
ed with brass. Officer ¢andidates were distincuished from NCO candidates by two 
brim silver stripes on both sleeves. Instructor officers were secon wearing 
breeches and riding boots. Some officer candidates wore brown trousers with 
legcings. The officer camlidates were between 20 and hO years old, the NCO 
candidates between 19. and 50, There ware no Soviet personnel at the school. The 
courses were inspected by generals who came from Varsaw. The school, still oxisti::

The uniform consisted of an olive-drah coat with epanlets to match, 
long bleck trousers with a broad yellow stripe along the leg seams, a brown 
nelt, anc an olive-drab service cap Lith a black leather visor, a red band 
end, abeve the visor, rark insipnia consisting of silver stripes, each abows 
20x 5 mm. Also blue service color was observed with the troops in the new 
barracks installation.

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8. An ASA range was Located near “tolpmeende on the west bank of the Stolpe iver. 
it was tounded hy former Pldoradevwe; on the east and hy the railroad Line to 
Schlawe on the south. In the suomer of ishS, the eastem portion of the range 
was guarded by Polish soldiers. Source was pesitive that he had algo seen 
Sewlet soldiers at the range at that time. Polish sertries stated that AJA troops
